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tion to the amount of each such assessment for his fees in re-
ceiving and paying over the same. Such assessment, when col-
lected, shall be paid to the person entitled thereto according to
~ the terms of the policy issued to him. The corporation may bor-
row money without the levy of an assessment at the time of such
loan, on the condition that such money be used to pay losses in-
curred on or after the first day of November preceding, and that
an assessment or assessments to cover such loan for losses be levied
before the first day of November following, upon all persons in-
sured at the time such losses were incurred. No loan or renewal
thereof shall extend beyond the first day of January * * *
following the * * * date limit for levying the assessment
for the repayment of such loan as herein provided:

SeEcTioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 93.

AN ACT to create subsection (4a) of section 29.09 of the stat-
utes, relating to duplicate deer tags.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. A new subsection is added to section 29.09 of the
statutes to read: (29.09) (4a) Whenever any deer tag is lost the
person to whom the same was issued may present to the county
clerk of his county an affidavit proving such loss, together with
a fee of fifty cents, whereupon such county clerk shall issue a
duplicate deer tag to such person.

SeEctioN 2. This aet shall take effeet upon passage and publi-
cation.
